To Elect Tax Collector 
Last on the ballot is John L. Horan, 
Sole candlda to for town collector, an 
office remaining vacant for many 
• years, partly because no one was a 
candidate for it, and partly through 
.the .erroneous belief that towns In 
Lake county could not under the law 
select collectors of taxes. The law 
which abolished the office of town- 
ship collector was passed by the gen- 
eral assembly several years ago, but 
* It applied only to counties of less. than 
■ 100,000 population. Tho 1930 federal 
census showed La** county to have 
passed the 100,000 mark. Thus Lake 
'. county townships have been eligible 
to elect collectors since 193G.

Farm Credit Administrate 
Makes 60 Millions A 
'able for Loans 



Sixty million dollars Is being made 
available for seed loans to needy 
farmers, according to announcement 
made by the farm credit admlnlstra* 

tlon. ' 

The bill appropriating tho money 
was signed by President Roosevelt 
last night and today Governor Wil- 
liam I. Myers of tho farm credit ad- 
ministration announced the loans 
would bo disbursed through regional 
offices' located 'at Springfield. Mass., 
Memphis, Dallas, St. Louis, Minne- 
apolis, Salt Lake City. Omaha, Wich- 
ita, Baltimore and Spokane. 

Only farmers cooperating with the 
government's crop control program 
are eligible for the loans, which 
will be limited to a maximum of $500. 
No loan, however, may be made that 
is greater than actually needed to 
purchase seed and fertilizer. 

Myers also annouricejd that the 
loans will be made only to farmers 
unable to obtain advances' from local 
banks, production credit associations 
or other sources; .V.v

1925.' 

"Now the payment of this obliga- 
tion which would distribute some 
two billions of dollars throughout the 
Nation and approximately one hun- 
dred and forty-two millions lu tho 
State of Illinois, which would assist 
in the bringing back of prosperity, 
would In no way, create 'a now obli- 
gation for the government, Inasmuch 
as the obligation already exists and 
must be paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

RUSH SEED LUAMS 
TO HEEP FARMERS 

Farm Credit Administration 

Makes 60 Millions Avaii- 

'able for Loans 



Sixty million dollars is being made 
available for seed loans to needy 
farmers, according to announcement 
made by the farm credit administra- 
tion. ' 

The bill appropriating the money 
was signed by President Roosevelt 
last night and today Governor Wil- 
liam I. Myers of the farm credit ad- 
ministration announced the loans 
would be disbursed through regional 
offices located at Springfield, Mass., 
MemphlB, Dallas, St. Louis. Minne- 
apolis, Salt Luke City, Omaha, Wich- 
ita, Baltimore and Spokane. 

Only farmers cooperating with the 
government's crop control program 
are eligible for the loans, which 
will be limited to a maximum of S5Q0. 
No loan, however, may be made that 
Is greater than nctually needed to 
purchase seed and fertilizer. 

Myers also announce)! that the 
loans will be mode 6n)y to farmers 
unable to obtain advances from local 
banks, production credit associations 
or othor sources.,/

THE NEXT PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN 
According to all signs, the Presidential campaign of 
1936 is likely to make that of 1932— which was consid- 
ered exceptionally bitter— look 'like a tea party. Issues 
arc forming, forces are appearing, that are entirely un- 
precedented in American politics. 

It seems inevitable that there will be a third party in 
the field— and it seems equally inevitable that that party 
will be of the extreme left. It may be led by Huey 
Long, backed by Father Couglin, and use as its appeal 
the "Every Man a King" thesis. It may be led by a 
Townscnd Plan advocate, promising prosperity for all 
through governmental largesse to the aged. It may be 
led by someone standing for something we haven't yet 

heard of. . . 

Few think that the third party candidate would win 

the electoral College system of counting votes for the 

Presidency makes that practically impossible, as Roose- 
velt the first discovered, and as La Follettc the elder did 
after him. The third party's importance lies in what 
effect it will have on the vote obtained by the regular 
Republican and Democratic party candidates — and 
therein is an opportunity for endless conjecture. 

Bickers of the President pooh-pooh the third party, 
say h. is certain to win a sweeping victory' in '36 whether 
the m vement materializes or not.

AGRICULTURE LOOKS FORWARD 
There is a growing feeling on die part of unpreju- 
diced authorities that the Federal government's farm re- 
lief program has been a relative failure, in the light of the 
great hopes that were held qut for it when it was inau- 
gurated. 

Tliis feeling seems to be shared, to an extent, by high 
government officials, who arc planning changes in the 
program whereby the government will act less in an ad- 
ministrative capacity and more as an advisor to the 
farmer. 

The upshot of this is that the farmer himself must re- 
double his efforts to solve his own problems, and smooth 
his own road. It would be a poor thing indeed if Ameri- 
can agriculture came to depend on government as a gfcat 
white father to which it could turn for aid in any crisis, 
real or imagined. Government should obviously give all 
possible aid and support to agriculture, as it docs to other 
groups — but it should take extreme care that the farmer 
does not become a ward of the state in the process. 

Certain groups of farmers, totaling hundreds of thous- 
ands, v arc and have been working their way out of depres- 
sion through organized, cooperative action. They have 
banded together in great cooperative organizations, whose 
purpose is to make production and distributing machin- 
ery more efficient, and to increase agriculture's bargain- 
ing power. These farmers arc self reliant, awake to con- 
ditions 1 — in brief, they arc individualists, cooperating 
with other individualists to achieve a common aim. 
That typifies the kind of "farm relief" that, in the long 
run, will really produce desirable and permanent results.

FRIEND OF THE DARK ANGEL 
The average motorist, however modest he may be in 
other respects, becomes an egomaniac as soon as he takes 
the wheel of his car. 

He believes that traffic regulations should be rigidly 
enforced — so far as other drivers arc concerned— but 
that he should be an exception to the rule. John Jones 
should be forced to keep down to twenty or thirty miles 
an hour — but he, whose abilities are hardly second to 
those of Sir Malcolm Campbell, can be trusted to drive as 
fast as he pleases. 

The accident statistics demonstrate how tragically 
wrong this average motorist is. Nine out of ten acci- 
dents occurring last year were directly the fault of drivers 
or pedestrians. In only one out of ten was the mechani- 
cal condition of the car to blame. And in the over- 
whelming majority of instances the 'factor that led to the 
mishap was excessive speed. The best proof of that lies 
in the fact that the rate of death per accident on high- 
ways — where speeds arc naturally higher than on streets 
— was more than 100 per cent greater than the average 
for all accidents combined. In city accidents,* the rate 
of death per accident was 52 per cent worse between in- 
tersections, where motorists speed up, than at intcrscc-

THE LAWYER EXPLAINS

LIMITATIONS 

T subject entitled "Limitations" 
is of considerable iinpbrtniico to 
every litigant and bualnos.s man, and 
is a tiaturu that outers into every 
lawsuit as a prellmiuary conaldera- 
, tlon. A a tin; word indicates, the 
HttbjQci intends to limit the right* of 
persons. For instance, the law spe: 
•clllcnliy states that an open uccotint 
outlaws within a period of five years 
from the date It Is due, while a note, 
bi Ing an Instrument in writing, 
does not outlaw until Ion years from 
the ilute It Is duo. The law, however, 
provides that If any payments ho 
made on account, thou the period of 
limitations will run from Uie date of 
tho lust payment. Other provisions 
of common Interest may be enumer- 
ated as follows: 

Actions for HWol and slander must 
be commenced within one year. Ac- 
tions for personal Injuries or mali- 
cious prosecution must bo commenced 
within two years.. A judgment ex- 
pires after seveti years. However, it 
may be renewed or revived at any 
time within twenty years. 

line' law of limitations applies also 
to various other rights, proceedings 
and criminal statutes. By that wo 
moan that rights arising under tho 
Fedoral laws are governod by Federal 
Limitations. lUguta arising under 



State law are governed by State Llml- 
tlons. and rights arising under vil- 
lage or city ordinances are governed 
by them. 

When a note or an account or right 
of action of any kind is outlawed, the 
general reference to such a condition 
is thnt the Statute of Limitations had 
run. and no recovery can bo had. It 
Is generally a custom, where a holder 
lias a note, for Instance, which is 
about to become outlawed, to have a 
Judgment entered on such note, which 
thereby revives the claim for a seven- 
year period.

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I came across a chart of the ideal 
heiUh diet. It was tho best of its
